age of 17 years. The body measures 5 


* feet 10 inches and weighs 175 pounds. 


The scalp hair is blond and straight. The 
eyes are natural, showing brown irides, 
clear cornea and white conjunctivae. 
The ears, nose, the mouth and buccal 
mucosa are not remarkable. The upper 
jaw and the lower jaw contain natural 
teeth and some missing. The body rigidity 
is present on all joints and is fully devel- 
oped. The lividity is fixed, prominently 
noted on the posterior part of the body. 
The relevant presentation is that of mul- 
tiple blunt force injuries, to be described 
below. The scalp, forehead, face, neck, 
trunk, and extremities show no evidence 
of other injury or of other pathological 
changes. There are no needle tracks 
noted over the body. The remainder of 
the external examination is without spe- 
cial note. 
Description of Injuries 
Head: 

Over the left side of the face and left 
forehead there are numerous small super-

ficial cuts. Many of them exhibit an angu- 
lar “dicing pattern.” The skull is intact. 
The brain weighs 1450 grams. The brain 
reveals contusion of the cortex and mini- 
mal subarachnoid hemorrhage. In addi- 
tion, the brain is also swollen. 
Chest: 

Examination of the chests reveals 
contusion and laceration of the left lung. 
The heart is not remarkable. 


Abdomen: 

Examination of the abdomen reveals 
laceration of the left lobe of the liver and 
left kidney with massive hemopericar- 
dium. 

Extremities: 

There is a fracture of the left humerus 
bone. There is also abrasion of the 
lateral aspect of the left upper thigh.

Bill Would Aid Nurse Midwives 

The House is considering legisla- 
tion that would require major insurance 
companies tag cover the use of nurse 
midwives to deliver babies. Currently, 
Medicaid and some small insurance 
carriers reimburse midwives for their 
services. Supporters say by expanding 
medical coverage, more midwives could 
be trained and access to proper pre- 
natal and obstetric care could be ex- 
tended to rural and low-income women. 
House Passes Bill To Establish Off- 
road Vehicle Policy 

A bill to establish a Statewide off- 
road vehicle policy has passed the 
House. The bill contains provisions for 
a State fund, supported by ORV fees, 
which would be used for grants, en- 
forcement, trail restoration, and post- 
ing trails as open or closed. However, 
only 25% of the monies in the fund 
could be used until the Department of 
Natural Resources submits a trail sys- 
tem plan for legislative approval. 
Statewide Hazardous Spill Prevention 
Program Proposed 

Legislation to create a Statewide 
hazardous spills prevention program 
and a spill action center is being con- 
sidered by the House. The program 
would assess high-risk manufacturing 
sites and mobile vehicles that transport 
waste, compile up-to-date information 
on preventing and cleaning up spills, 
and educate operators and employees 
on how to prevent spills. 
Legislation Would Provide Weekend 
Arraignments 

District court judges would be able 
to develop a multi-district plan with 
neighboring judges to provide weekend 
arraignments under legislation being 
considered by the House. Supporters 
say that, by allowing weekend arraign- 
ments, district court would save public 
money and arraignments could be done 
in a more timely manner. The legisla- 
tion would remove a technical hurdle 
and allow judges to act outside of their 
normal districts. 


Bill Would Protect Consumers from 
Pesticides 

Legislation to require all fruits and 
vegetables sold in Michigan to carry 
labels showing the type of pesticides 
or other chemicals used in the growing 
process is being considered by the 
House. Under the legislation, State 
agriculture officials would develop 
procedures for pesticide labeling of 
fruits and vegetables, as well as a list 
of other agricultural substances that 
are potentially harmful to humans. The 
bill would establish a mandatory fine 
of $5,000 for each violation and would 
allow State officials to confiscate and 
destroy all unlabeled produce. 
Legislation Would Regulate Incinerator 
Emissions 

Under legislation being considered 
by the House, municipal and county 
waste incinerators would be required 
to be equipped with pollution control 
devices to reduce harmful emissions 
to the lowest possible rate. An inciner-

Internal Examination 
Body Cavities: 

The Y-shape thoraco-abdominal inci- 
sionis made; skin flaps retracted andthe 
breast bone removed. There is no excess 


fluid or adhesion in the body cavities ex- ~ 


cept for the chest and abdomen which 
contain large amounts of partially clotted 
blood. All thoraco-abdominal organs are 
appraised in position and by transection 
after removal, nothing of significance 
being observed except for those injuries 
previously described. All organs are with- 
in their normal anatomical positions and 
show normal relationship. The pelvic 
organs and external genitalia are exam- 
ined and found to disclose no evidence 
of other trauma or significant pathologi- 
cal changes. 


Head: 

The scalp and skull are incised and 
retracted; the brain is removed. The 
scalp, skull, meninges, and brain show 
no evidence of trauma or significant path- 
ological changes on transections except 
for subarachnoid hemmorrage and con- 
tusion and swelling of the brain as pre- 
viously described.
